Harness Stakes 

A bumper crop of 674 yearlings has been 
nominated for the I960 Lord and Lady Balti¬ 
more Stakes program at Baltimore Raceway. 

In making this announcement, General Man¬ 
ager Joe Lynch of Baltimore revealed that 371 
colts and geldings and 303 fillies had been 
named by the August 13 deadline for the sec¬ 
ond annual running of the stakes event. 

The filly division—The Lady Baltimore—is 
an innovation this season and Lynch said he was 
particularly pleased with the reception given to 
this portion of the stake. 

A year ago 558 nominations were received 
for the first Lord Baltimore. That took place 
during the Raceway’s recently concluded sum¬ 
mer meeting. 

The I960 two-year-old stakes will be raced 
in four divisions. The colts and geldings will 
compete in trot or pace divisions and the fillies 
likewise have a choice of gaits. 

The Raceway adds $32,000 to the Stake, 
$3,000 to each two-year-old race and $5,000 to 
each division the following year when the horses 
are eligible to return for the three-year-old sec¬ 
tion of the program. 

Leading the large list of nominators was the 
famed Hanover Shoe Farm of nearby Hanover, 
Pa., with 151 named. Other top nominators in¬ 
cluded Delvin Miller’s Meadow Lands Farm of 
Meadow Lands, Pa., with 42; Walter J. Michael’s 
Pickwith Farm of Bucyrus, Ohio, with 40; The 
Peter Pan Farm of Washington, Pa., with 38 
and the Castleton Farm of Lexington, Ky., with 
35. 

Smitty Rainbow, owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Martin L. Shriner’s Rainbow Stables of Taney- 
town, Md., won the $12,155 Lord Baltimore 
Stake No. 1 pace in July. Willowood, owned 
by Robert W. Sidley of Painesville, Ohio, won 
the $10,430 trot division.

^'T’WIXT THE LINES: It is said that figures 
A don’t lie—but they can be misleading. The 
recent 12-day Timonium race meeting, held in 
conjunction with the 78th annual Maryland 
State Fair, is a case in point. Attendance was 
down 19 per cent and the total mutuels pool 
handle dipped 17 points below last year’s fig¬ 
ures. But was business as sluggish as these 
statistics seem to suggest? 

Not by a longshot! 

In 1958, Timonium staged a phenomenally 
successful meeting, one of the best, percent¬ 
age-wise, of any track regardless of size in the 
country. The new $1,250,000 grandstand re¬ 
ceived a warm welcome as attendance within 
the racecourse climbed to 114,223, for a gain 
of 27 per cent over ’57. The handle rocketed 
a staggering 41 points. 

In 1958, Timonium had competition from 
Charles Town on only two of its programs. This 
year it bucked the West Virginia course all the 
way and took on Fair Hill on one of its Satur¬ 
days. Toss in economic stagnation caused by 
the steel strike and flavor with the whims of 
the weather and there is ample reason for not 
meeting record with record. 

No sir, General Manager Johnny Heil was 
anything but down in his cups as he reviewed 
the meeting. On the plus side were these 
Maryland half-mile track records, set on Labor 
Day, September 7: 

One-day attendance—16,842; Daily Double 
handle—$72,266; One-day handle—$715,790. 

Daily average attendance at the meeting was 
7,722, while the per diem pool amounted to 
$377,516. 

Wayne Kendrick was the leading money¬ 
winning owner of the 12-day meeting, followed 
by Mrs. Charles R. Lewis and Dick Douglas. 

Arthur Chambers (19), Anthony Presti 
(13) and Apprentice Linwood Weakley (13) 
were the top riders. 

Charles R. Lewis, with 8 victories, paced the 
trainers. Alan T. Clarke (6), C. A. Burdette 
and W. K. Lafferty, with 4 wins apiece, were 
runners-up. 

MOUNTAIN TO MOHAMMED: When a 
head count in the Cumberland stable area re¬ 
vealed 18 horses to be on the Queen City 
track’s grounds only days before the meeting 
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was to open, a request was made to transfer 
the session elsewhere. Timonium was the first 
choice but the York Road plant’s non-profit 
status prohibited the move. Marlboro was 
tapped for emergency service but was ruled out 
because of the fair. 

Moving quickly, the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission, empowered by an "emergency clause,” 
authorized the shift of the Cumberland meet¬ 
ing to Hagerstown. Attendance and play were 
ahead of last year’s Cumberland meeting which 
was staged at home. However, comparison with 
last year’s Hagerstown session showed less 
favorably. 

Cumberland citizens were naturally reluctant 
to lose their fair meeting, but the shortage of 
horses in the area made it painfully clear that 
there was no alternative. And now that the 
break has been made, it is believed in some 
quarters that Cumberland has outlived its rac¬ 
ing usefulness. The expansion of summer rac¬ 
ing in West Virginia at Shenandoah and 
Charles Town works a hardship on the short 
(12-day) half-mile Maryland meetings. With 
the long sessions offered at spanking-new Shen¬ 
andoah and refurbished Charles Town, horse¬ 
men are reluctant to make themselves subject 
to the added shipping expenses necessitated in 
following the Maryland half-mile circuit. 

Eventually it may become an economic neces¬ 
sity for local half-mile racing to be concentrated 
at Timonium and Marlboro, some believe. The 
Cumberland switch is a step closer to the reali¬ 
zation of that measure. 

NIGHT AND DAY: Some Classic, a five- 
year-old Maryland-bred son of The Rhymer- 
Catchup, by Sun Meadow, never has started 
fewer than 22 times in any of his four seasons 
of racing. And to do it, he has had to burn 
the midnight oil. Racing night and day, he has 
started 105 times (through September 1) and 
won 17 races. His major victories have come 
in the first division of the 1957 St. Louis 
Derby, and the Enquirer Handicap, first Satur¬ 
day stakes of the new Latonia meeting this 
year. 

His St. Louis Derby win was accomplished 
under the lights at Fairmount Park. The sun 
was shining when he led all the way in the 
Enquirer. 
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Bred by John and Joe Pons at Country Life 
Farm, Bel Air, Some Classic did his early rac¬ 
ing for Gee Cohen and Stanley Sagner. He 
won the St. Louis Derby in V. D. Fein’s colors, 
and the Enquirer in those of R. F. McMahan, 
Sr., who acquired him from T. D. Buhl in a 
$8,500 claiming race at Churchill Downs in 
May a year ago. 

As a two-year-old he was second in Pajama 
Tops’ Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes and third to the 
same colt in the Maryland Futurity. 

Carrying 109 pounds (Jimmy Combest), 
Some Classic won the Enquirer by 4Vi lengths. 
The win was worth $7,017, increasing his life¬ 
time earnings to $70,029. J. J. Gavin, Jr., now 
trains the horse. 

BUTTERFINGERS: One of these days 
Harry Isaacs and Weeb Eubank must get to¬ 
gether and talk things over. Now while Mr. I 
is a menswear manufacturer and Mr. E a foot¬ 
ball coach (Pro Coach of the Year, we hasten 
to add), they do have a common interest: 
Colts. 

Isaacs has a problem. He has a colt as fleet 
as the wind but he is sometimes prone to drop 
the ball. Eubank had the same problem a few 
weeks ago. One of his Colts, the fastest in foot¬ 
ball, they say, also had trouble hanging onto 
the ball. Eubank solved his problem by cutting 
the Colt. 

It isn’t believed that Mr. Isaacs is ready to 
go that far, but Intentionally is certainly trying 
his owner’s patience. It wouldn’t be so bad 
were it not known that the black son of Intent 
can—if he chooses—be a world-beater. 

Twice in recent months he has "dropped the 
ball without apparent excuse. In winning the 
Warren Wright Memorial in June, Intention¬ 
ally equalled a world record (1:33 1/5), run¬ 
ning the fastest mile ever turned in by a three- 
year-old. Brilliant, absolutely brilliant. 

Then he turned right around in his next start 
and was beaten by Dunce and On-and-On at 
the same distance in the $100,000-added Ar¬ 
lington Classic, for which he was a prohibitive 
favorite to win. 

Shaking off that defeat, he merely galloped 
under 126 pounds to win the Jerome Handicap 
by ten lengths, laughing. 

So what does he do? He picks up three 
pounds and a furlong and once again "dogs it” 
as the odds-on choice in the Discovery Handi¬ 
cap. Jockey Manuel Ycaza, the colt’s regular 
pilot of late, was not inclined to blame his 5Vi- 
length defeat by Middle Brother and Demobil¬ 
ize on his impost, distance, or combination of 
both. He was more disposed to credit the colt’s 
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defeat to his notional ideas about how a race¬ 
track should feel. 

It is a shame that the home-bred is inclined 
to cheat a bit, for no colt earns almost a half¬ 
million dollars in 20 starts without being of 
top quality. 

INTERNATIONAL PROSPECTUS: The 
American Selection Board, Laurel’s version of 
Selective Service, has extended invitations to 
the owners of Round Table, Hillsdale and 
Sword Dancer to have their stars participate 
in the eighth running of the Washington, D.C. 
International, November 11. 

While it is doubtful that all three horses will 
represent America in the 1 Vi-mile classic, any 
one would surely give us our strongest stand¬ 
ard-bearer in the history of the race. Mr. Travis 
M. Kerr, who owns Round Table in partner¬ 
ship with his wife and daughter, has announced 
that he would like to have the world’s greatest 
money-winner bring his brilliant racing career 
to a close in the Veteran’s Day spectacle. 

Clarence W. Smith’s Hillsdale, whose cour¬ 
ageous effort in the Woodward Stakes gained 
him great esteem among Eastern horsemen, also 
has the Laurel race on his tentative schedule. 

As for Sword Dancer, well, his charming 
owner, Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane, is among 
America’s finest sportswomen, and if her plucky 
colt’s condition permits, it seems most likely 
that he will be in the lineup. Sunglow, Sword 
Dancer’s sire, was third to Worden II in the 
1953 International. Mrs. Sloane’s Brookmeade 
Stable also was represented by Greek Ship in 
the first running, won by Wilwyn. 

Among the foreign acceptances are Up and 
Coming (New Zealand), Lea-B. (Mexico), 
Nagami (England), Kuripero (Japan) and 
Vogel (Australia). With the running of the 
Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe at Longchamp, 
France, others are expected to swell the field. 

Vogel was recently purchased by Roy Fair- 
cloth, of Johnson City, Tennessee, who cam¬ 
paigned Sharpsburg, ill-fated cripple that won 
the 1959 McLennan Handicap. Vogel, a five- 
year-old, is rated "a brilliant type ideally suited 
to International weight conditions (scale, 126 
pounds) and with the speed and ability to be 
well placed throughout.” For the Caulfield Cup 
to be run October 17, Vogel was weighted at 
122 pounds, one pound below Up and Coming. 

The latter, a four-year-old son of Resurgent- 
Cash and Carry, by Paper Money, is rated the 
best horse Down Under. He headed the 1958- 
59 Free Handicap in New Zealand at 131 
pounds. 

Kuripero, the Japanese champion, is a four- 
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year-old and the winner of ten stakes in 24 
starts. His owner, Tomoji Kuribayashi, presi¬ 
dent of a steamship company that bears his 
name, is his country’s leading owner-breeder. 

Lea-B. will have no easy task at Laurel, albeit 
she is Mexico’s Horse of the Year. Bred in 
Kentucky by Tom Piatt, the three-year-old filly 
is by Sagittarius-Alauna, by Best Seller. The 
Caballo de Ano has beaten colts this season at 
a mile and a half and a mile and six furlongs 
in the Clasico Copa de Oro and Handicap de 
Las Americas. 

Mrs. Arpad Plesch, who sent over Steph- 
anotis to finish third to Mahan and Third 
Brother two years ago, owns England’s repre¬ 
sentative, Nagami. A winner in England, 
France and Italy, Nagami is a four-year-old son 
of the 1949 Epsom Derby winner Nimbus, out 
of Hyperion’s daughter, Jennifer. This season 
he has won the Grand Prix du Printemps and 
Coronation Cup, both scale weight events at 
the mile-and-a-half distance of the Interna¬ 
tional. 

Laurel will present four stakes during its 
short fall meeting. Horsemen are reminded to 
note a date change for the Maryland Futurity. 
It is to be run Friday, November 6 and not on 
the following Monday as previously announced. 

THE HEAT’S ON: Pimlico has almost 
everything—even horse-players under glass, and 
enough BTU’s—three million, count 'em. 

As part of its 1959 improvement program, 
the Maryland Jockey Club is enclosing the Pim¬ 
lico grandstand-clubhouse in glass and install¬ 
ing 78 heaters. The cash-carrying customers 
will be cozy. Now, if they can only keep the 
frost out of the racetrack in December they’ll 
really have something. 

GALLOPIN’ OUT: Nine holes on Larry 
MacPhail’s Glenangus Farms Country Club 
course will be ready for play next spring. . . . 
Miss Jean Edgar, daughter of Mrs. Walter A. 
Edgar, recently became the bride of C. Oliver 
Goldsmith. . . . The breeding classes at the 
recent Timonium show reportedly offered some 
of the best Thoroughbred stock seen in the 
ring in years. Spectator interest took a marked 
upsurge, as well. 

Cain Hoy’s Heavenly Body and Wheatley 
Stable’s Irish Jay top the list of eligibles for 
the 1959 Selima, Saturday, October 31. . . . It’s 
rumored that Ed Farrell is getting strong con¬ 
sideration as the peat moss industry’s Man of 
the Year. . . . Look for young Frank Northcutt 
to "catch fire” in Maryland this fall. Willie 
Hartack was signed to an Ada L. Rice con¬ 
tract while riding at Laurel; Howard Grant’s 
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services were snapped up while the 17-year-old 
was polishing leather at Bowie two years ago. 
Both went on to hit the bigtime. Northcutt is 
a good bet to follow them. 

Herman Cohen says no patron facility at 
Pimlico had been improved in the 33 years 
prior to the time he, his brother Ben and Lou 
Pondfield took over the place in 1952. . . . As 
a result of 31 years spent pursuing his theories 
on inbreeding, Janon Fisher has six or seven 
mares that are such look-alikes he can’t tell 
them apart while they are at pasture. 

Tuscany’s son, Vendetta, won the Promise 
Hurdle Stakes at Saratoga, setting a new course 
mark for "about 1 Ys miles”. . . . The Maryland 
Futurity has turned out some good broodmares. 
Challadette, who beat the males in 1945, has 
produced the stakes winner Compactor. The 
immortal Gallorette, second in 1944, foaled the 
stakes winner Mile. Lorette. The Schemer, run¬ 
ner-up in 1936, dropped Conniver, winner of 
the Brooklyn and Butler Handicaps, among 
others. Conniver is dam of the stakes winner 
Plotter. Bola Mowlee and Marcia P., also run¬ 
ners-up, produced Senator Joe and Pajama 
Tops, respectively.

With the immense task of rebuilding the 
main and grass courses nearing completion, both 
the Washington, D. C. International and the 
Selima will use a new finish line. These two 
races will finish a sixteenth of a mile beyond 
the present winning post, nearer the clubhouse 
turn. m 

This will enable the International field to 
have a stretch run of over a quarter of a mile, 
as will the Selima. The last-named race will be 
started from the new mile chute, giving the 
fillies a distance of a mile and a sixteenth to 
traverse in order to earn the gross purse of 
$70,000. 

On Saturday, November 7, Laurel will offer 
the eighth running of the $20,000 added Turf 
Cup, an allowance event on the grass at a mile 
and a furlong for three-year-olds and upwards. 

The fourth stake of the 14-day meeting will 
be the $10,000-added Maryland Futurity, sched¬ 
uled for Friday, November 6. This is a sprint 
race at six furlongs for two-year-olds bred in 
Maryland. 

Laurel’s actual fall racing opens October 30, 
but it is staging two days for Bowie on October 
28 and 29 to make up for a pair of lost pro¬ 
grams at the latter track during its 1958 meet¬ 
ing- . . f . , 

As the Washington, D. C. International is by 
invitation only and the Selima and Maryland 
Futurity have already closed, the lone stake open 
for nominations is the Turf Cup. The deadline 
for entering this race is Thursday, October 15.

Nascania appears to be the strongest repre¬ 
sentative from the West Coast with victories 
to her credit in the Tanforan Lassie and the 
Hollywood Park Nursery.
